SOME STRANGE FACTS |JURY REBUKED BY JUDGE. 


AND ‘THEORIES. ° 


The. phenomena of . magnetism |. 
have some interesting «places in the 
history of modern scimmce. Tt is 
usual to consider that the modern 
scientific attitude wag first clearly 
expressed by Gilbert af Colcliester 
ia hig treatise on magnetism, pub- 
lished in 1600." He deseribed there- 
in the celebrated experiment in 
which he showed, that a magnetised 
sphere , affected a compass a3 the 
earth affects a compass, so that the |. 
earth's magnetic | field: must ori-' 
ginate from within the earth, and 
ia not a mysterious influence from 
outer space. Thig, remarkable dis- 
covery, generlised the magnetic ob- 
srrvations collected even by that 
date at various places on the earth’s: 
surface, and.as.a great generalisa- 
tion preceded the work of Galileo 
sand Newton on gravitation. 


_’ Sun's Magnetism. 


The sun's’ ,magnetism was not 
detected until 1008, when’ Hale: ob- 
served: what, is called the Zeeman 
eflect in the sun's spectrum, Wher 
a ray of light of one colour is pass 
ed through a magnetic field at is 
broadened or split up into a bundic 
of other rays, Hale detected this 
broadening effect: in’ some of the 
rays coming from ‘the sun, By. 
neasuring the magnitude ‘of the 
broadening; he deduced. that the 
gun's magoetic. field ‘is nermally 
about fifty or achundred times as 
intense as the ‘earth's magnetic 
feld. But it wag also discovered 
that. the sun had local, magnetic 
storms. associated with ‘sun-spots, in 
which the magnetic intensity.reach- 
ed values about ten ‘thousand times 
that of the carth’s field. Suppos- 
ing sun-spots were not too hot, to 
be dinhabitable, and. the sun’s 
gravitational field waa not so in- 
tense, their magnetic" condition 
could make them peculiar to live
